Shopping for new outfits, 
spending their last few summer days 
fitting in all the activities that the short time 
offered, and returning to bed early for possibly the first 
night of the entire summer prepared students to meet their 
call to duty: returning to school. 

Nearly 1750 students came together to take on the challenges 
of a new year. Two new assistant principals, Mr. Art Equihua and 
Mr. Ryan Pitcock, joined the administration, forcing the student 
body to adjust to their new policies and personalities. “Both Mr. 
Equihua and Mr. Pitcock seemed to care a lot about their students, 
and they didn’t seem to be on high pedestals. They were really 
approachable,” said Asma Khalid (12). With them they also brought 
stricter rules. 

In effort to match the state’s preferred 95% attendance rate, a 
new attendance policy enforced the practice that allowed only five 
unexcused absences before students received a waver of 
expulsion. In previous years, the school allowed ten unexcused 
absences. 

On the second day of school in preparation for the first home 
football game, a group of senior guys and girls rallied spirit when 
they dressed as super-fans wearing superman costumes, western 
outfits, and other out-of-the-ordinary clothing. They continued the 
trend for every home game up to the last one, when the team 
accepted the call to duty and won for the first time in two 
seasons. The guys defeated Michigan City with a final score 
of 28 to 6. Mike Momper (12) said, “We knew we had to 
win one. That was the bottom line. We knew we 
wanted it all year, and it was a well-deserved 
win.” -Sarah Pasyk 
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About three weeks into 
the year, the student body witnessed the 
September 11th disaster. Students closed ranks 
around those in need. Some attended the candlelight 
and flag pole ceremonies, others participated in red, 
white, and blue clothing days or created ‘hopeful’ posters 
for the hallways, and still others raised money for the 
families of the victims. After the event, security tightened within 
the school requiring visitors to call in advance and wear name 
tags. Also, police personnel increased and video cameras filmed 
the front and back entrances. The shock of September 11th, 
brought about a new attitude in the student body. “Students became 
more concerned about world events,” said Mrs. Paula Barancyk. 

Only a few days after the twin towers tragedy, Mr. Andrew Nixon 
announced his resignation as principal. Mr. William Cope, a retired 
principal, teacher, and coach from Hobart filled the position on an 
interim basis. As one of his first duties, Mr. Cope formed a student 
leadership committee in which a select group of students joined 
forces occasionally to discuss concerns. “I thought that Mr. Cope 
showed real initiative, and he expressed an interest in the 
students’ thoughts and opinions,” said John Fister (10). 

According to state statistics, the school already outperformed 
345 other high schools in Indiana. Results from a survey by 
the Indiana Chamber of Commerce placed Crown Point third 
in its list of ‘Best (educational) Buys’ proving that when 
duty called... students, teachers, and adminstrators 
met the challenge. The factors which determined 
the ranking included SAT and ISTEP scores, 
expenditures per student, and graduation 
nd attendance rates.

t the end of the school day, Max Roberts often found 
himself in the school library working diligently to fix the 
many problems with the school’s computers. Roberts started 
working on computers back in 6th grade when he began to 


learn the many different ways that they worked. Since then, 


he had invested a lot of money and countless hours into his hobby. “I had spent around $3,000 on 
hardware and software over the years,” said Roberts. 

Although he had taken a few computer classes, the majority of Roberts’ computer know-how had 
been picked up by Roberts himself. A large part of his computer services were used in the school 
library both during the school day and at Safe Haven. In his second hour class Roberts acted as a 
library aid by monitoring the computers, fixing broken ones, and helping the Audio Visual Department.
